Be pleaſed to acquaint the Lords Commiſſioners of 
the Admiralty, chat, judging it of Conſequence their 
Lordſhips ſhould have as early Information as poſſible 
of the Defeat of the Dutch Fleet under the Command 
of Admiral De Winter, I diſpatched the Roſe Cutter 
at Three P. M. on the 12th (11th) Inſtant, with a ſhort 
Letter to you Immcdiately after the Attion was ended. 
1 have now farther to acquaint you, for their Lordſhips 
Information, that in the Night of the 10th Inſtant, after 
I had ſent away my Letter to you, of that Date, I placed 
my Squadron in ſuch Situation as to prevent the Ene- 
my from returning to the Texel without my falling in 
with them. At Nine o'Clock in the Morning of » 
| 7 iith,

ich, I got Sight of Captain Trollope's Squadron, with 


Signals flying for an Enemy to Leeward; I inimediate- 
ly hore up; and made the Signal for a general. Chace, 
and ſoon got Sight of them, forming in a Line on the 
Larboard Tack to receive us, the W nd at N. W. As 


we approached near, I made the Signal for the Squa- 


dron to ſhorten Sail, in order to connect them; ſoon 
after I ſaw the Land between Camperdown and Eg- 

mont, about Nine Miles to Leeward of the Enemy, and 
finding there was no Time to be loſt in making the At- 
tack, I made the Signal to bear up, break the Enemy 8 
Line, and engage them to Leeward, each Ship her Op- 
ponent, by which I got between them and the Land, 

whither they were faſt approaching. My ſignals were 
obeyed with great Promptitude, and Vice-Admiral 
Onlilow, in the Monarch, bore down on the Enemy's 
Rear in the moſt gallant Manner, his Diviſion following 
his Example, and the Action commenced about Forty 
Minutes paſt Twelve o'Clock. The Venerable ſoon 
got through the Enemy's Line, and I began a cloſe Ac- 


tion, with my Diviſion on their Van, which laſted near 


Two Hours and à Half, when I obſerved all the Maſts 


of the Dutch Admiral's Ship to go by the Board; ſhe 
was, however, defended for ſome Time in a moſt gal- 
lant Manner; but being overpreſſed by Numbers, her 
Colours were ſtruck, and Admiral De Winter was foon 
brought on Board the Venerable, 


On looking around me I obſerved the Ship bearing 


the Vice-Admiral's Flag was alſo diſmaſted, and had 


ſurrendered to Vice-Admiral Onſlow; and that many 


others had likewiſe ſtruck. Finding we were in Nine 
Fathoms Water, and nat farther than Five Miles from 


the Land, my Atteng Se was ſo much taken up in get- 
ting the Heads of the diſabled Ships off Shore, that I 


was not able to diſt:nguiſh the Number of Ships cap- 
tured; and the Wind having been conſtantly on the 


Land ſince, we have unavoidably been much diſperſed, 


{0 that I have not been able to gain an exact Account 
of them, but we Rave taken poſſeſſion of Eight or Nine; 
more 
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more of them had ſtruck, but taking Advantage of the 
Night, and being ſo near their own Coaſt, they ſucceed- 
ed in getting off, and ſome of them were ſeen going into 
the Texel the next Morning. 

It is with the greateſt Pleaſure and Satisfaction I 
make known to their Lordſhips the very gallant Beha- 
viour of Vice-Admiral Onſlow, the Captains, Officers, 
Seamen and Marines of the Squadron, who all appear- 
ed actuated with the truly Britiſh Spirit, at leaſt thoſe 
that I had an Opportunity of ſeeing. 

One of the Enemy's Ships caught Fire in the Attion, 
and drove very near the Venerable; but I have the 
Pleaſure to ſay it was extinguiſhed, and ſhe is one of 
the Ships in our Poſſeſſion. The Squadron has ſuffer- 
ed much in their Maſts, Yards and Rigging, and many 
of them have loſt a Number of Men; however, in no 
Proportion to that of the Enemy. The Carnage on 
Board the Two Ships that bore the Admirals Flags, has 
been beyond all Deſcription; they have had no leſs 
than Two Hundred and Fifty Men killed and wound- 
ed on Board of each Ship; and here I have to lament 
the Loſs of Captain Burgeſs, of His Majeſty's Ship the 
Ardent, who brought that Ship into Action in the moſt 
gallant and maſterly Manner, but was unfortunately - 
killed ſoon after. However, the Ship continued the 
Action cloſe, until quite diſabled. The Public have 
loſt a good and gallant Officer in Captain Burgeſs, and 
I, with others, a fincere Friend. 

Captain Trollope's Exertions and active good Con- 
duct in keeping Sight of the Enemy's Fleet until I came 
up, have been truly meritorious, and, I truſt, will meet 
a juſt Reward. 7 .. 

I ſend this by Captain Fairfa afuy whoſe able Advice 
I profited much during the Action, and who will give 
their Lordſhips any further Particulars they may wiſh 
to know. | 
As moſt of the Ships of the Squadron are much diſa- 
bled, and ſeveral of the Prizes diſmaſted, I ſhall make 
the beſt of my Way with them to the Nore.

ich the deepeſt impreſſion of grief I inform you, 
that yesterday morning, Oct. 11, we diſcovered the En- 
gliſn Fleet. I immediately formed into a Line of Bat- 
tle on the ſtarboard tack, and did every thing in my 
pony to keep the Ships as cloſe together as poſſible, 
but my orders {ar this purpoſe could not be complete- 
ly obeyed, on account of the unſteadineſs of the wind, 
the high ſea, and the bad ſailing of ſame of the Veſſels. 
At eleven o'clock the Enemy attacked the Rear of the 
Line, which they broke through with great reſolution. 
This I ifaw: with ſame. pleaſure, becauſe I enter: 
tained hopes that the reſt of the Fleet would cloſe up, 


and therefore I made a fignel to the headmoſt Ships to 


ſtacken ail. This, however, was af no avail, We 


came into Action ſyeceflively in an irregular manner. 


My Ship was engaged at one time with two, and after. 
wards with three. The Hercules, which was the fecond 


In the Line from me, taok fire, and drove towards me, 


by:which means I was obliged to ſhift my ſtation, and 
apprgack a fourth Engliſh Ship, being that of the Admi- 
ral, All my running rigging, was, now tore to pieces, 
and while I was endeavouring to make a Signal for ſome 
of the Ships to come to my aſſiſtance, the Fl#g-line was 
lot from my band. In the mean while the Waſſenger, 
by the Captain heing wounded early, and the Joſs of a 
great many people, was abliged to ſtrike, as did alſo the 
Haerlem, the De Vries, the Delft, and the Jupiter, 
whoſe mainmaſt went by the board, This I was, in ſame 
mea{urey prevented from ſeeing, by the thickneſs of the 
{moke, and the cloſeneſs with which J was engaged, E- 
yery thing being at length ſhot away, and having Joſt a 
conliderable number of men, I nevertheleſs endeavoured 
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to force my way through the liye Englith Ships, with a

view of making for Port, or of giving an opportunity 


to ſome of the Fleet not yet diſabled, to afford me aſſiſt- 
ance, but my attempt was not ſueceſoful. At two o'clock 
all my three maſts went over board, but I ſtill continu- 
ed to defend the wreck for half an hour, when having no 
farther hope, ſceing the reſt of the Ships at a diſtance, 
and finding that my Flag was ſhot away, I ordered the 
people, one half of whom I had already loſt, to ſtop fi- 
ring, and at three oclock an Engliſh Frigate approached 
me, the G; aptain of which came on board and carried me 
to Admiral Duyeav., The Gelyhheid lay to the wind; 
ward of me, I ſaw alſo that ſhe made no longer reliſt, 
ance, and had ceaſed firing: her running rigging was all 
in pieces, but why ſhe ſtruck, I knqw as little as I do of 
the Admiral Devries, the Delſt, and the Haerlem. The 
Hercules loſt her mizen-maſt, and took fire, which 
brought her as well as me intq the middle of the Engliſh 
F leet, and ſhe has been alſo captured. With the beha- 
yiour of my officers and crew I am perfectly ſatisfied. 

I recommend them to yau as men who.defended them- 
ſelves to the laſt, and continued faithful ta their Admi- 


ral. Both lides fought with fury, and many men have 
fallen. The Engliſh alſo have ſuſtained great loſs.— 


They had retired to Yarmouth, with nine Sail of the 
Line in order to-refit, On Saturday evening they re- 
ceived intelligence that we were at ſea; on Monday they 


again failed, having re-victualled in twenty-four Lan, 


and having received eight qther Ships from Portſmouth 
and the Downs, in the room of the eight which were under 
repair, they had altogether Sixfeen Sail of the Line, 
__ which there was only one 49, the greater part of 
> reſt being ſhips of 74 guns. Behald then the moſt

pended on manœuvres, or perſonal caurage, was made 


ä 24 myſelf and many others on board, but in vain.

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LOSS OF THE 


MONNIKENDAM FRIGATE. 


It is with great ſatisfaction that we have to Rate to our 
readers the ſafety of the Britiſh officers and ſeamen wha 
were put on boardthe Monn:kendam frigate, after ſhe had 
ſtruck her colours in the late glorious engagement, and 
which frigate was afterwards wrecked on the coaſt of 
Holland. We are enabled to do this by the following n 
article from Amſterdam, dated October 19: : 


The Dutch frigate Monnikenddm is wrecked off Welt - | 
Cappel, having their wounded on board, with the Engliſh 
Prize-maſter, a Licutenant, a Midſhipman, and 33 ſea- 
men, who were put on board for the purpoſe of carrying 

her to England. The frigate had 14 feet water in her 

hold: having loſt the temporary maſts with which ſhe had 

been ſupplied, and being in the moſt emminent danger of | 
ſinking, the Prize-maſter ſuffered a Dutch boatſwain on *s 
board to run her towards the ſhore.

among the latter is Lieut. Johnſon; a very worthy and de- 
ſerving Officer. The Monmouth we underſtand, had five 
men including a Lieutenant, killed, and ten wounded. |

FROM AN 


OFFICER ON BOARD THE ENDYMION. 


Sir Tuouas WILLI Aus, is fafely arrived off the 
Humber, and has brought with him the Jupiter, of ,74 
guns, Vice-Admiral Sir Ricuazyv Ons1ow's prize, 
which he found at ſea in a moſt leaky and diſtre ſſed con- 


dition; ſo much fo, indeed, that when he firſt came up 


with her, the officers and people on board propoſed to 
take the men out, and deſtroy the ſhip, conceiving 
themſelves every moment in danger of going down. 
Sir THomas, however, by perſuaſion and good manage- 
ment, and by the utmoſt exertions, got them to remain 
on board, erected jury-maſts, ſecured her rudder, and 
took her in tow. He has thus preſerved a valuable 
prize and trophy of vittory, as well as reſcued from 


imminent danger the lives of a great number of brave 
and deſerving men. 5 


It was on a cruze, after his attack of the Brutus, of 
74 guns, Rear-Admiral Bois, that he fell in with the 
* In regard to that attcak, ſo honourable to 

is intrepidity, there has been a miſ-ſtatement in the 
papers; for it was not the weight of metal that obliged 
him to deſiſt, greatly ſuperior as that muſt have been to 
what the Endymion could ſhew; but the Dutch Ad- 
miral ſheered off, as well as two brigs and a ſchooner 
gun boat that were with him, and got into Goree, at the 


- imminent riſk of loſing his ſhips on the ſands, with the 


loſs, as we are credibly informed, of a great number of 
his men; whereas the Endymion had not a ſingle man 
killed. This glorious affair, reflects the utmoſt credit 
on the Enpymiony as the Brutus, we underſtand, had 
not ſuffered in the action between the fleets, having 
quitted the line very ſoon after its commencement. It 
was late in the day when Sir Thouas firſt diſcovered 
ker, and ſhe was cloſe in ſhore, He bore up, cloſed

upon the enemy, and reſolutely commenced the attack, 
pouring in a well-diretted and raking fire, as well as 
exchanging ſeveral broadlides. Night coming on, he 
was obliged to deſiſt, as the wind, lee current, proximi- 
ty of the ſhore, and being ſurrounded with ſands, ren- 
dered fighting in the dark infinitely hazardous. He 
was in the night joined by the Beaulieu, and they took 
a polition as well as circumſtances would permit, to 
prevent the eſcape of the Dutchmen, not doubting, but 
a renewal of the attack in the morning, would force him 
to ſtrike.— When day-light appeared, however, they 
had the mortification to ſee him run off, having, it is 
ſuppoled, thrown over his guns in the night, and other- 
wile lightened the ſhip, to enable him to clear the ſands. 


Captain Buxckss, who commanded the Ax DNT, and 

was killed in the late action with the Dutch fleet, was an 
old and experienced officer in the naval ſervice. He was 
brought up under the Admirals BaRRINGrON and Row- 
LEY, and was wounded in an action laſt war, in his Ma- 
jeſty's ſhip the Loxvox. He led the Axvenr into action 
in a very gallant and officer-like manner. and although 
his ſignal was made twice to engage, he did not think the 
AxpextT cloſe enough, reſerving his fire till he was ſo 
near that every ſhot ſtruck the enemy. The Ardent, 
ſoon after, was engaged and ſurrounded by five ſhips of 
the enemy, among the number, the Dutch Admiral De 
Winter's ſhip.” Captain Burgeſs was unfortunately killed 
when the Ardent was in that ſituation. By his death the 
country has loſt a valuable officer of great nautical know- 
ledge and abilities: from his rectitude of condutt, he was 
beloved by his officers and ſhip's company. 
Captain BurGxss was ſucceeded in Command by 
Lic*t John PaiLLies, who Gallantly perſervered in his 
Predeceflars Steps, and continued the Adlion with the 
utmoſt Bravery, having the greateſt part of the Action,; 
two-or three Ships to contend with, his Courage and 
Intrepidity entitle him to the utmoſt Attention; and 1t 
1s to be hoped, that he will receive the Honor, his me- 
Tit ſo juſtly deſerves, 


Tho 
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The exertion and ſufferings of the Firſt Lieutenant, 
M T«ccarr, in ſafely conducting the Dutch Admiral's 
ſhip, the Vryheid, into port, would ſcarcely be credited 
in the future page, of hiſtory, did not the naval annals of 
Great Britain of the preſent times, afford ſo many other 
inſtances of heroiſm and fortitude. "This Otkcer was 
one of the Lieutenants of the DirecToR, to which ſhi 
the Fryheid ſtruck, after ſhe had been very ſeverely mauled 
by ſeveral of our ſhips, and had all her maſts ſhot away 
by the board, by the conſtant and heavy fire kept upon 
her from the DIRECTOR. The foreyard of the DIRT ToR 
had been {hot away in the action, and this occe..oned no 
little difficulty in hoiſting out a boat to board the Fry- 
heid, inſomuch that the Cirxcr's boat, which Amis al 
Duxcax had diſpatched to bring Admiral DE WINTIR 
on board the V «xERABLE, was the firſt to board the prize. 
Lieutenant M'T accarr ſent off his boat from the Hy- 
herd, with the Dutch Captain-Lieutenant, and Admiral 
Dz WIxTE's Secretary: the Captain of the Vrykeid 
had been ſo dangerouſly woundet that he could not be 
removed, and died the following morning. The Englith 
Otiicer was now left in the Vryherd with only one fea. 
man to aſſiſt him, in the charge of 500 Dutch priſoners, 
having been diſappointed in the aluitance he expected 
from the DIRECTOR, the return of a boat from which he 


anxtoutly but vainly expected. Such was the ſtate of 


the weather, and the condition of the Britiſh men of war, 
that this aid could not pollibly be afforded him. In this 
very perilous and trying htuation, it is impothble to be- 
ſtow too-much praiſe on the conduct, fortitude, and 
prudence, which enabled him to ſurmount every wt- 
ticulty, to keep poſletiion of his prize, aud to extricate 
himſelf from. the perils by which he was ſurrounded. 
At length the MoxTacus ſupphed him with fourteen 
marines, and the VETEAN with eight ſeamen. With 
this very feeble ſupport (the whole number of the Britith ' 
being twenty-four only) he was for two days expoſed to 
very heavy gales of wind from the W. N. W. the guns 
breaking looſe, and the ſhip labouring prodigioully, and 
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making an immenſe quantity of water. The fituation of 
th. on bozrd was moſt melancholy and deplorable; 
an'! if Lieutenant M TaccarT had not let go an anchor, 
nothing could have ſaved them from deſtruttion and a 
wit-ry grave. In the after-hold there were 14 feet of 
water, and between 8 and g in the main-hole, inſomuch 
that all hands were kept pumping and baling for their 
I'ves. The guns of the upper deck, quarter deck, and 
f.'recaſtle, were thrown over-board; and it was highly to 
the praiſe of the Dutch Officers, that, in the midſt of theſe 
exertions, the ſafety of all was in a great meaſure due ta 
the aid they afforded, In addition to the fatigue and 
anxiety of mind which Lieutenant M'T accart neceſſa- 
rily ſuffered on this very trying occalion, he received 
ſome very dreadful bruizes. He is ſtill on board the 
Vin hitid, which is ſaid to be ordered to Chatham, and 
will without doubt receive from his Soyereign, and from 
the nation, the tribute of greattul praiſe and reward, to 
which ſuch a diſplay of heroiſm, fortitude, and perſe- 


. verance, ſo juſtly entitle him. It is indeed ſaid that a 


fubſcription is to be ſet on foot at Liovyp's, to preſent 
this Officer with a piece of plate for his great and highly- 
meritorious exertions. 


One of the many proofs of the courage, exertion, and 
humanity of Britiſh Officers and Seamen, which occurred 
in the late action, has eſcaped the pen of the Commander 
in Chief: it is the ſaving of the Hercules and her crew. 


This {hjp having taken fire on the poop during the action, 


was very near running on board of the Triumph, at that 
time under no command, her rigging being cut to pieces, 


and the wheel and tiller rope ſhot away: the moment, 


however, the Triumph was out of danger, the ſirſt object 
of Captain Eſington, his Officers and men was to 
ſave the crew of the Dutch ſhip, then exerting themſelves 
to extinguiſh the fire; all her boats which could ſwim 
were ſent to her aſſiſtance with fire-buckets, and by their 
united exertions the fire was extinguiſhed; but not until 
the whole of her poop was deſtroyed, with the mizen- maſt,
